Mr. Hotard explained that this' in-

He said that the program calls for 


all streets to be paved a width of 22 
•feet, with raised curbs on each side, 
except Hillsboro street, which will be 
paved a width of 25 feet, and Lytle 
avenue. The plans for Lytle avenue 
call for two roadways of 20 feet 
wide each, with a parkway of 18 feet

While a definite estimate on the 


cost of these proposed improvements 
h,as not been submitted to the city 
commission, the estimates are being 
made on a basis of a substantial type 
of paving for l^ie streets, with con- 
crete curbs and gutters. 


At the present time the city hag 


about two and a half miles of paved 
erteets, which is a small ratio of paved 
streets as compared with other pro- 
gressive and up to date Florida cities. 
The proposed program for paving, if 
it is all included in the final program 
submitted by the city commission, will 
give the city about four times its 
present amount of paved streets. 


When the plans, specifications and 


estimates on the proposed improve- 
ments are submitted to the city com- 
mission by the engineer, the city com- 
mission will prepare the proposed pro-

This pa- 
rade is to be followed in the evening 
by a large public meeting or serieo 
of meetings where thete will be pa- 
triotic music, a prayer for the main- 
tenance of peace and one 01' vnorf 
addresses appropriate to the occasion, 
in which our national defense policy 
and plan of military organization for 
defense will be explained. 


The execution of this program will 


be entirely in the hands of a central
